Jap Warning Is 
Aired in French 
Senate Despite 
Earlier Denials 


'Retaliation Hinted for 


Indo-China Arms 


Shipments

Paris—(,T)—The French foreign of- 


fice and the Japanese embassy for- 
mally denied today that France had 
received an "ultimatum" from Ja- 
pan to cease transporting war ma- 
terials to China over the French- 
owned railroad from Indo-China to 
Yunnan. 


Nevertheless, Senator Henry Ber- 


enger, chairman of the senate for- 
eign relations committee, who de- 
clared in a speech that Japan had 
"warned" France, still insisted his 
statement iheld good, as he had not 
used the word "ultimatum." 


Paris — (,15—An assertion by the 


chairman of the foreign relations 
committee of the 
French senate 


that Japan had warned France of 
probable retaliation for arms ship- 
ments from French Indo-China • to 
China appeared 
in conflict today 


with previous denials by 
other 


French officials and the Japanese 
embassy. 


Senator Victor Henry Berenger 


declared it was no "diplomatic sec- 
ret" that the Japanese ambassador 
had threatened occupation of Indo- 
Chinese ports and the Chinese is- 
land of Hainan off the 
coast of 


France's Asiatic colony if war ma- 
terials were permitted to pass from 
Indo-China to the assistance of the 
central Chinese government. 


On Tuesday, when it was dis- 


closed that France had banned 
arms shipments on a French-own- 
ed railway connecting northern In- 
do-China with four southern Chi- 
nese provinces, both French 
offi- 


cials and the Japanese embassy de- 
nied the Tokio government had 
pressed France for the ban.

sources said the restriction was or- 
dered on France's initiative. 


Berenger made his assertion in a 


speech yesterday at a political con- 
ference in a Paris theater on the 
subject "Can France avoid war?"

the Japanese ambassador to Paris 
at the time of the opening of the 
present hostilities in China inform- 
ed the French government that any 
kind 
of intervention, even

cupation by Japan of the island of 
Hainan in the gulf of Tonkin and 
certain of our Indo-Chinese ports."

60 miles southwest 
of Shanghai and 30 miles south of 
Soochow, main point of Chinese de- 
fenses.

gagement at Seven 
Star 
bridge, 


four miles northeast 
at Kashing. 


Japanese said they were unable to 
state officially that their forces had 
captured the city. 


News of the 
Japanese 
push 


against the southern wing of the 
defenses 
stretching 
from 
the 


Yangtze river south to Hangchow 
bay came a few hours after an un- 
official government warning spur- 
red mass 
migration of civilians 


from Nanking. 


Chinese Stand Ground 


For 24 hours, Chinese had held 


their own along the length of the 
defenses to which they retreated 
after Shanghai fell into Japanese 
hands Nov, 9. 


Although the Japanese received 


reinforcements for the new on- 
slaught today, their only advance 
apparently was on the southern 
front. They were unable to push 
forward toward Soochow, along the 
Shanghai-Nanking railroad. Fight- 
ing desperately, Chinese stood their 
ground between the Cheni and 
waiting stations.

Two Men Hunted 
After Labor Head 
Is Shot to Death 


Victim Slain Last Night 


Was Attacked Sunday 


v 
By Two Suspects 


Minneapolis—a1?— Police began a 


search today for two men who last 
Sunday attacked Labor Leader Pat- 
rick J. Corcoran, slain last night 
near his home, and Governor Elmer 
A. Benson offered a personal re- 
ward of $500 for arrest and convic- 
tion of his slayers. 


Police Captain James Mullen an- 


nounced at noon that one man was 
held at the North Side station for 
questioning, but declined to give 
the man's name or divulge whether 
any information had been obtained. 


The Teamster's Joint council, of 


which Corcoran was secretary-trea- 
surer, offered a reward of $10,000 
for "the arrest and conviction" of 
his slayer, bringing the total reward 
to $10,500. 


Alderman A. G. Bastis said he 


had heard reports, which could not 
be verified, that Corcoran was one 
of five men on a Minneapolis death 
list. He said the others were Bill 
Brown, General Drivers' union of- 
ficial, and the three Dunn brothers. 
Miles, Vincent and Grant, drivers' 
union organizers. 


Patrick J. Corcoran, Jr., son of 


the slain man, told police two men 
who summoned him to union head- 
quarters early Sunday attacked his 
father and that a shot was fired 
during the melee after one of them 
struck the elder Corcoran on the 
jaw. 


Police said the identity of the 


two men was known to them. 


Governor Benson threw all the 


facilities of the state into the hunt, 
and termed the attack, which re- 
called two .similar unsolved crimes 
against weekly newspaper publish- 
ers here, a challenge to the forces 
of law and order. 


Corcoran's body was found short- 


ly after 11:30 p. m. last night lying 
on a sidewalk at the rear of the 
home of a neighbor. Police believed 
he was ambushed outside his home 
and had attempted to flee. A bullet 
had penetrated his brain two inches 
behind the ear. The slaying recalled 
ihe unsolved deaths of Walter Lig- 
gett, Minneapolis publisher, who 
was machine-gunned near his home 
Dec. 9, 1935, and of Howard Guil- 
ford, another publisher of a weeklv 
shot down Sept. 6, 1934.

Witness Says Wife Regard- 


ed Minister 'As Very 
Good Man Spiritually' 


Pittsfield, 111.—ft}—The Rev. C. E. 


Newton heard the husband of the 
woman he is accused of murdering 
tell today of the ihig regard she had 
for the minister. 


Testifying in a clear but jerky 


voice, Dennis Kelly, rural mail car- 
rier of Paris. Mo., said to a circuit 
court jury: 


"I think she regarded him as a 


very good man spiritually and held 
him in high regard." 


Mrs. Kelly, a Sunday 
school 


teacher at the Paris Baptist church, 
of which Newton was pastor, sup- 
ported him staunchly in an inter- 
congregational dispute that forced 
his resignation a year ago. She also 
resigned then. 


Without emotion, Kelly related he 


last saw his wife alive July 12 
when she was preparing for bed m 
the evening. The next day her body 
was found floating in the Mississip- 
pi river. 


The state charged the 51-year-old 


minister, helping Mrs. Kelly leave 
her husband, killed her to" obtain 
$1,930 she had withdrawn from a 
bank. Kelly said she got the money 
by selling a piece of property. 


Stone 
Declares 
Lawyer 


Has Made 'Very Per- 


suasive Argument' 


Madison—tR—Federal Judge Pat- 


rick T. Stone halted argument to- 
day on a motion for a directed ver- 
dict of acquittal for the Gulf com- 
panies in the federal government's 
gasoline price-fixing case with the 
comment: 'Tve heard enough." 


Judge Stone in remarks to coun- 


sel indicated he may grant the mo- 
tion to dismiss charges against the 
Gulf Refining company 
and the 


Gulf Oil corporation. 


The judge commented yesterday 


that Attorney Archie Gray of Hous- 
ton. Texas, had made "a very per- 
suasive argument" in behalf of his 
clients. 


Today the court, after the govern- 


ment had replied to Gray's assertion 
that the Gulf companies did nothing 
different in 1935 and 1936 from any 
previous year, said: "The fact re- 
mains they were doing exactly the 
same thing they did before." 


The government charges 19 oil 


companies in 1935 and 1936 operated 
a program of buying small refiners' 
gasoline as part of a plan to raise 
prices. 


Delays Ruling 


Judge Stone did not rule at once 


on the Gulf motion. Yesterday he 
denied a general motion to dismiss 
the case as to all defendants. 


Attorney 
S. A. L. Morgan of 


Houston, Texas, 
counsel for the 


Texas company, followed Gray in 
the arguments for directed acquit- 
tal. 


Morgan read from the indictment 


the charge that certain of the de- 
fendants 
bought gasoline in east 


Texas "on the spot market." He as- 
serted the Texas company bought 
on contract rather than in "spot" 
transactions. 


Replying to the government con- 


tention that the East Texas Refin- 
ers' Marketing association was or- 
ganized to carry out the alleged 
conspiracy, Morgan said, "we had 
been buying gasoline down there 
all 
these 
years. 
If we bought 


through the association, we'd be in- 
dicted; if we bought through Brad- 
shaw (Broker John Bradshaw of 
Dallas, who bought for Gulf) we'd 
be indicted; and if we bought our- 
selves—as we did—we were indict- 
ed, anyway. What were we to do? 
Quit buying gasoline? 


"'You have got to quit buying 


gasoline and go out of business'— 
that presents the position of the 
government on the record so far in 
this case." 


Special Prosecutor 
H a m m o n d 


Chaffetz admitted that as to the 
Texas company "it is a purely cir- 
cumstantial case," but he declared 
"the government maintains that the 
Texas company sought to conceal 
its participation in that buying pro- 
gram." 


Robert Cline, Tyler, Texas, secre- 


tary of the association, has testified 
the Texas company bought gasoline 
in east Texas in 1935 and 1936, dur- 
ing the period of the alleged con- 
spiracy, 
but that it did not buy 


through the association, although 
he charged the refiners a commis- 
sion on Texas company purchases 
when he could find out about them. 


Oklahoma City —H>— The Na- 


tional Farmers* union demanded to- 
day government "repossession" of 
virtually all industry and business 
and "just distribution of wealth 
produced." 


Amid cheers, 
the

vin C. Reis upheld the constitution- 
ality of the 1935 state chain store 
tax today and ordered the Blatz 
Brewing' company, Milwaukee, to 
pay $1,875' in taxes on 15 beer de- 
pots and warehouses maintained 
throughout the state. 


The 1935 chain jttoxe tax law, en- 


acted for two years, expired with 
the regular session of the 1937 leg- 
islature. It was followed by a new 
law passed at the special session. 


While the new law specially ex- 


empts brewery depots, the 1935 law 
did not. Judge Reis held. 


The decision pointed out that the 


Blatz company maintains its own 
warehouses for distribution pur- 
poses, whereas other breweries cm- 
ploy contract distributors. 


Judge Reis said he could not es- 


cape the conclusion the Blatz com- 
pany was doing a chain business ai 
defined by tht 1934 law.

Judge David M. Evans said today he 
would sponsor a grand jury in- 
vestigation of "corrupt conditions 
in Waukesha county."

Washingion —• &T) — The United 


States and Great Britain agreed 
today to negotiate foi a reciprocal 
trade pact, a decision fraught with 
far-reaching economic and politi- 
cal implications. 


It was the first formal step to- 


ward an objective long sought by 
the Roosevelt administration as an 
indispensable feature of its pro- 
gram for liberalization of world 
commerce. 


The decision was announced by 


Secretary Hull in a statement as- 
serting 
merely 
that the United 


States "contemplates" such nego- 
tiations. 


Actual start of the negotiations, 


expected within a few weeks, will 
climax more than a year of ex- 
ploratory work by representatives 
of 
both governments in London 


and Washington. 


Hull's 
announcement, 
released 


simultaneously with n statement to 
the British house of commons on 
the subject, gave no hint of the 
basis of approach agreed upon nor 
any details of the long prelimi- 
nary conversations. 


Probable Provisions 


There appeared good reason to 


believe, however, that the British 
government probably consented to 
consider granting to some Ameri- 
can products treatment equal to 
that which it now accords to goods 
from the British dominions under 
"empire preference." 


_If an agreement, even in prin- 
ciple, were reached on this point, 
it would be the first time that a 
foreign nation had broken through 
the Ottawa agreement of 1932 un- 
der 
which the British common- 


wealth of nations adopted a sched- 
ule of preferential tariffs favoring 
empire products to the dlsadvan- 
tag of outside goods. 


Secretary Hull has striven, since 


his reciprocal trade program start- 
ed in 1934, to obtain an agreement 
with Great Britain in the convic- 
tion that 
closer Anglo-American 


economic cooperation is essential 
to any general lowering of world 
trade barriers. 


He was represented as believing 


that 
more intimate commercial 


ties between the two nations not 
only would react to ihcir own ad- 
vantage through freer exchange of 
goods but would set an example 
for other nations to -join in a gen- 
eral movement to remove or ad- 
just trade restrictive measures.

1938, 3i per cent 
of the base pay of commissioned of- 
ficers be deducted and paid into a 
credit fund in the treasury. 


Commissioned officers to whom! 


this would apply are those included j 
within the act which provides for 4 
readjustment pay and allowance of 
commissioned and enlisted person- 
nel of the 
army, navy, marine 


corps, coast guard, coast and geo- 
detic survey, and the public health 
service. 


If any commissioned officer, acr 


cording to the Sauthoff 
measure, 


should separate 
from the service 


prior to retirement, the amount de- 
ducted from his pay, together with 
four per cent interest, would be re- \ 
turned to him. 


In case of death, the amount due 


him would go to a named benefi- 
ciary or his estate. The fund in the 
treasury would be known as the 
"Commissioned 
Officers' 
Retire- 


ment fund."

action. 


If congress, therefore, should in 


the next few days do something 
about the undistributed 
surplus 


tax, it would carry 
great weight 


with the business elements of the 
country. For it would be a step that 
indicated the alertness of congress 
to the business problems of the na- 
tion and also the readiness of the 
president to make action square 
with the promise he has just made 
to encourage private capital spend- 
ing. 


The psychology of congress is be- 


ginning to be an important factor 
-in the restoration of confidence in 
the business world. Up to now, con- 
gress has been regarded as a rub- 
ber stamp institution which would 
okeh the wildest spending plans 
and all the economic fallacies that 
might emanate from the brain trust. 
Today, however, the special session 
of congress is really a godsend to 
business, because an opportunity is 
afforded for prompt action toward 
a reversal of the policies that have 
brought on the market panics of 
1937. 


To a certain extent, of course, the, 


present business recession is the 
result of unwarranted fears aboul 
the future, but, to an even larger 
extent, the key to the future lies in 
stilling those fears and preventing 
new ones from arising. 


Unemployment Increase 


Whether it is fear or not, or can- 


cellation of orders due to diminish- 
ed demand, the facts about the in- 
crease in unemployment are im- 
pressive. Thus, the National Indus- 
trial Conference board has an- 
nounced that a telegraphic survey, 
based on information received by 
wire from more than 1,200 com- 
panies regularly reporting payroll 
data to the board, shows employ- 
ment to have been 989,669 in Au- 
gust of this year, 967,510 in October, 
and now it is down to 926,368 as ol 
Nov. 13. 


This steady decline has been ac- 


companied also by a considerable 
reduction in the hours of work due 
to lay-offs. 


Some of the radicals and so-call- 


ed liberals in 
congress 
are, of 


course, unwilling to recognize that 
a business recession 
even exists. 


They gloss it over in their public 
statements, and they are getting 
ready to oppose tax revision and 
any of the other constructive steps 
that might be urged to help eco- 
nomic recovery. 


Some of these elements are truly 


socialistic at heart and have no in- 
terest in preserving the system of 
private initiative or private capital, 
and would just as soon see chaos as 
recovery because it would open up 
opportunities for more government 
control and regulation as well as 
government ownership. These men 
are sincere in their beliefs and are 
conscientiously of the opinion that 
America would be better off with 
public ownership of most business- 
es and industries than under priv- 
ate ownership. 


But the wing of the president's 


advisers who believe in such things 
is not at the moment as favorably 
received as the economic advisers 
who are counselling that 
every- 


thing be done consistent with fair- 
ness and equity to encourage the 
functioning of the private capital 
system. There is a trend towards 
constructive solutions more in line 
with what 
orthodox economists 


have ^recommended. 


In 'congress, some of the Demo- 


cratic leaders are saying they can- 
not get the revision of the undis- 
tributed surplus tax through, even 
though there is a substantial num- 
ber of both houses acknowledged to 
be in favor of the change. Perhaps 
some more data on the business re- 
cession will have to come out be- 
fore some of the politically minded, 
who are still clinging to the illu- 
sions of 1936 and the "everything is 
rosy" idea of last summer, will bow 
to the facts and begin to realize 


Doctors Suggest

Culinary Quarters Consid- 


ered Most Dangerous 


In the Home 


Madison — "The kitchen is the 


most dangerous room in the house," 
the State Medical society warned 
today. 


"Burns and falls head the list of 


serious accidents which occur in 
the kitchen, the most dangerous 
room in the house. Burns, the most 
frequent of the two leading causes 
of serious or fatal accidents occur- 
ring in the kitchen, could be pre- 
vented by the observation of a few 
simple precautions. Foremost in the 
list of preventive procedures to be 
instituted is the 
placing of hot 


liquids toward the back of 
the 


stove, with the handles and the 
pans themselves well 
out of the 


reach of children. Each year hun- 
dreds of children stand on their 
tiptoes, grab hold of handles pro- 
jecting out over the edge of the 
stove and pull the boiling liquids 
down over them. These burns are 
serious to children in that even a 
small burned area may prove to be 
fatal to a child. 


Lift Lid on Far Side 


'Serious burns 
t«> adults in the 


kitchen result from two outstand- 
ing causes. The first is steam. In re- 
moving lids from pans and roasters 
many women neglect to employ the 
simple precaution of lifting the lid 


that, unless congress acts promptly, 
the recovery swing will be post- 
poned beyond the November, 1938, 
elections.

Stepping on peelings, pieces of 
fruit or vegetables or small inno- 
cent looking puddles of water or 
grease has sent innumerable feet 
up and their owners down and into 
a hospital bed. 


Irons Cause Fires 


"Other causes of accidents in the 


kitchen are toys strewn 
on the 


floor'and tin cans with sharp edges 
and broken glassware left within 
reach of small children. 
Pressing 


irons have been known to cause 
many fires. Every ironing board 
should be equipped with an asbes- 
tos pad, or the 
iron should be 


placed on end to prevent its contact 
with inflammable material. When 
using sharp knives the direction of 
cut should be away from the indiv- 
idual.

Waupaea — Mrs. A. C.^Lindsay, 


chairman of the advisory committee 
for child welfare, reported to the 
county board Tuesday that since the 
committee made its last report to 
the board, there had been a change 
in the services available for neg- 
lected, dependent, delinquent, fee- 
ble-minded and illegitimate chil- 
dren in Waupaea county. 


Miss Clara B. Lueck, county chil- 
dren's worker, was in the county 
one-third time, from May. 1936. to 
July. 1937, when it became possible 
for her to spend full time in Wau- 
paea county. That program was 
made possible through a joint plan 
"i)f the juvenile department of the 
state board of control and the state 
public welfare department Each 
department pays half of the work- 
er's salary and half of the traveling 
expenses. 


An extensive foster home pro- 


gram has been developed during 
the last year in the county. This has 
meant a saving in cash as the mon- 
py has been kept in the county and 
the children involved have received 
the benefits of normal home life. 
Forty-sven children are being cared 
for outside their homes at the pres- 
ent time. Some are placed in free 
homes, some are in boarding homes 
supported in whole or in part by 
the county, and a few have been 
placed in institutions. The total cost 
to Waupaea county each month for 
the care of those children is $510.61. 
including medical and dental care 
and some clothing. If those same 
47 children were cared for at the 
state public school at Sparta, the di- 
rect cost to Waupaea county would 
be $822.77 each month—a saving of 
$303.16 each month through a foster 
home program. 


Solve Many Problems 


Many difficult family situations 


have been studied and every effort 
has been made to assist members of 
the families to adjust their differ- 
ences so that there might not be a 
broken home and the children re- 


moved from the control and cus- 
tody of their natural parents. 


The rights of the 
illegitimate 


child are safeguarded, paternity is 
established whenever possible, and 
encouragement and help is given 
the mother and her baby. 


After July 1938, federal funds will 


no longer be available and the com- 
mittee asked the board to consider 
the possibility of continuing the 
program—the approximate budget 
necessary being the salary of the 
worker at $125 a month and trav- 
elling expenses of $50 a month. 


A year ago the board appropriat- 


ed $150 as its share in the work and 
expenditures totalled $102.94, leav- 
ing a balance on hand of $47.06. Ex- 
penses included stenographic ser- 
vice, postage, stationary, telephone 
and mileage.

funds take Sally Rand around with them 
in company with an Egyptian hootchie- 
kootchie musician and put on their stunt, 
say one minute of dancing for $5,000? 
Pretty dear? 


At that the contributor would be get- 


ting more than Farley gave him. 


"I DIDN'T THINK OF THAT—" 


To portray a deranged mind Poe wrote: 
"And travelers now, within that valley 
Through the red-litten windows sea 
Vast forms, that move fantastically

He determines to rob a filling sta- 
tion or a store. He has trouble with his 
eyesight. He doesn't look far enough 
ahead. Indeed, he doesn't even see to 
the first bend in the road. 


Perhaps he figures as far as the first 


getaway and imagines himself enjoying 
an evening in a roadhouse spending the 
money. 
Something like 99 per cent of 


the people know of the crash that awaits 
him. 
But somehow he doesn't seem to 


realize it. Dumb, most people will con- 
clude. 


Such a youth so misled doesn't know 


the history of his country or has failed 
to attach significance to facts which have 
to do with his own life. He hasn't stopped 
to think and certainly has never come to 
appreciate that the 
government 
must 


move against him and obliterate him en- 
tirely whatever the cost. He has forgot- 
ten, if lie ever knew, that America has 
been known to spend as much as 30 bil- 
lions at one time in training and arming 
4 million men merely because its dignity 
was hurt and its authority denied. 


Harder and harder is it becoming to

STAMPS AS AN INVESTMENT 


Stamp values have again shown their indif- 


ference to Wall Street or other general mar- 
ket trends in the recent auctioning of two im- 
portant collections. The first was at the Collec- 
tors club on Oct. 19, the day the Stock Ex- 
change prices were at their lows of several 
years, when 276 items, the first consignment of 
the collection of the late Judge Robert S. Emer- 
son, of Providence, realized a total of $27.350. 
The second was on Friday and Saturday when 
an airpost stamp collection of 875 items was 
auctioned by Nicolas Sanabria for a total of 
$77.250. A number of record prices were estab- 
lished in each sale. 


The Emerson collection contained immaculate 


specimens of practically every known United 
States variety issued between 1847 and 1883 
used on the original envelope. It was years in 
the making, as such a collection would "have to 
be. and to its owner, price had been an object 
as long as the desired item was superb. He col- 
lected for the pleasure of it only and resale 
values received scant consideration, yet on a 
day when it was whispered around the room 
that 4.000,000 shares had been dumped on the 
market in the first hour, this collection brought 
a gross of 85 per cent of its original cost 


In the airpost auction the famous 24-cent red 


and blue airmail stamp of 1918 with the air- 
plane upside down brought $3,900, as against t 
former high price of $3,200 last May; a Hondur- 
as stamp of 1925 which has a catalog lilting of 
$8,000 brought $8,200 and the Newfoundland 
•De Pinedo" of 1927 at $3,100 was $100 over the 
list 


While stamp collecting cannot be recommend- 


ed as a medium for getting rich, stamp values 
hold to the even tenor of their way in a re- 
markable fashion.--New York Herald-Tribun*.'

START THE FURNACE 


The melancholy days are come, 


the driest of the year, for a large 
portion of the population. From 
now on, until the furnace fire is put 
out in the spring, the respiratory 
mucoso, the membrane lining nose, 
throat sinuses, ear, bronchial pas- 
sages and lungs will be under con- 
siderable strain, from the extreme 
aridity to which it is subject for the 
seven or eight months out of every 
year that most people spend in a 
climate drier than the desert of Sa- 
hara. 


Dr. Osier was mistaken about a 


number of things, of course—that's 
one reason why he was a great 
teacher and why his name and his 
book are still revered. He was mis- 
taken when he opined that cold and 
dampness caused chronic bronch- 
itis, winter cough of the aged. He 
was mistaken when he attributed 
the greater prevalence of chronic 
bronchitis in England to the more 
uniform heating of houses in the 
United States and Canada. Uniform 
heating is one factor of air-condi- 
tioning. If we can 
conceive of 


chronic bronchitis, chronic sinusitis 
or any respiratory trouble vaguely 
designated "catarrhal" as already 
established (ignoring the cause), 
then we agree that uniform heating, 
an equable climate, an atmosphere 
not subject to extreme variations is 
the most comfortable and the most 
healthful for the patient. Dr. Osier 
mentioned Egypt and 
Southein 


California as the most nearly ideal 
climates for persons subject to win- 
ter cough. Alas, chronic bronchitis 
has been known to develop even in 
Southern California. Unfortunately. 
a good many of these semi-invalids 
who move to Southern California or 
go there to spend the winter are so 
obsessed by the cold bogy that they 
still spend a large part of the time 
indoors and even have heat on. and 
so they fail to enjoy the climate 
they sought. 


It is not cold nor dampness that 


accounts for the greater frequency 
of chronic bronchitis in England. It 
is the greater amount of sunshine in 
the United States and Canada'that 
explains why people in this country 
are less subject to chronic winter 
cough. England is considerably far- 
ther from the equator than the 
United States. The winter sunshine 
in England, what little penetrates 
the clouds and fog, contains much 
less ultraviolet than the winter sun- 
shine in the United States and low- 
er Canada. In England, Dr. Osier 
thought Falmouth and Bourne- 
mouth offered the best climate for 
these patients. For one who can't go 
to Southern California for the win- 
ter, places in Florida have a fair 
amount of sunshine. 


For those who can't follow the 


sun, and for those who cannot ab- 
sorb sunshine even when it is avail- 
able—due to their fear of exposure 
—the next best thing, in my judg- 
ment is an optimal daily ration of 
Vitamin D to supplement the diet 
at least 5000 or 6000 units daily. I 
should say, thruout the winter sea- 
son. 


Unless some air-conditioning pro- 


vision is built in or installed in the 
house, it is important to see that a 
reasonable amount of water is eva- 
porated every day the furnace is 
on. Suggestions for humidifying the 
air will be mailed you if you pro- 
vide a stamped envelope bearing 
your address.

The bus conductor asks how fax 
you arc going-. 
In London, it is different. The 


conductor asks the passenger, "How 
far are you going?" When the pass- 
enger tells him, he gives him a 
ticket, and charges him one penny, 
two pennies, three pennies, or more, 
depending on the distance he is to 
travel. 


A penny in England is worth two 


cents. Twelve English pennies make 
a shilling. Twenty shillings make a 
pound—not quite five dollars in our 
money. 
Doctors, dentists and at- 


torneys in England often charge by 
the "guinea." 
This is not a coin 


(at least, not one of the present 
day) 
but everyone seems to know 


what it is •worth—just one pound 
and one shilling. 


Long ago, guineas were gold coins 


made out of gold from Guinea, a 
region in Africa. They were first 
minted in 1663, and the last one was 
issued in the year 1813. The place 
to see one now is in a com col- 
lection. 


A small coin not often used in 


England is the farthing, or a quar- 
ter-penny. Another coin is the half- 
penny, or "ha-penny." A tiny sil- 
ver piece worth three pence was 
formerly common, but is now al- 
most out of circulation. 


This year 
many thousands of 


bronze 
three-penny 
coins were 


minted. They are almost as large 
as the silver shilling, but are not 
circular—they are 
12-sided. 
On 


one side is the imagine of the new 
B-itish King—George VI. I have 
obtained several of these three-pen- 
ny coins at English banks, but have 
been given them in change only 
once or twice. People have been 
putting them aside as "curios" ever 
since the coronation, and they are 
not passing around very much. 


Great Britain is one of the few 


modern countries which 
do not 


have the decimal system of money. 
It is hard for a person from abroad 
to figure the meaning of the coins. 


Great Britain also clings to the 


old system 
of weights, with 16 


ounces in a pound and 14 pounds 
in a stone. I have asked a number 
of English boys and girls how much 
they weighed, and have received 
answers like these: "Four stone, 
three," "Five stone, two pounds," 
and "Three stone, nine." When I 
asked, "How much in pounds?" it 
took some time for an answer to 
be figured out. 


Outside of English-speaking na- 


tions, it is common for people "to 
give weights in grams and kilo- 
grams. This system is more easy 
to follow, after a person gets used 
to it.

Exercise to 
Keep Muscle 
Tone, Youth

We talked about various types o 


posture defects yesterday. There 
are a few figure flaws we did not 
cover. 


Do you remember the debutante 


slouch so popular about a decade 
ago? Happily it has disappeared 
gone with the affectation of a borec 
expression which it accompanied 
But, it has left in its wake much 
damage to internal organs. Conjure 
up a picture of a flattened chest, a 
sagging abdomen, a curving spine, 
a drooping head. When the body is 
fatigued to the point of collapse 
such a posture is justifiable.' Yet 
that is the posture once deemed 
"the proper thing to do" by budding 
debutantes. In times, such a posture 
definitely impairs functional effi- 
ciency and it is easy to see why. 
The lungs are not exercised; they 
do not get their fill of oxygen; the 
natural position of the alignment 
because the organs are cramped. 
Certainly, from a beauty standpoint, 
there is nothing eye-inspiring about 
such a droop picture. 


Scrawny Types 


Now we come to two extremes. 


One is the very plump (and nothing 
pleasant about it) type who hates to 
move vigorously and hates to say 
"no" to second portions. The old 
"stout" story of too much food and 
too little exercise. It isn't so much 
a matter of "lazy bones" as lazy 
flesh, settling in padded, rounded 
shoulders, in heavy thighs, in over- 
developed upper arms. This type is 
not good to look at. But, more im- 
portant than that—the flesh body 
becomes 
lackadaisical, 
sluggish, 


pepless. The whole machine slow 
up. the eyes become duller, the 
hair loses its lustre and, all in all. it 
is neither a happy nor a healthy 
picture. 


Then there's the very scrawny 


type with little flesh 
and what 


there is usually settled in abdomen 
and hips. The first step of this type 
should be toward the doctor's office 
to determine the reason for the 
weight deficiency. The first job is 
to get more flesh on the bones. That 
done, the matter of even distribu- 
tion can follow in due course. 


Balanced diet and good posture 


will do much to correct figure 
flaws. But regular exercise is all- 
important to preserve muscle tone 
—and youth!

He toured 
the United States every second year 
until his world tour in 1914. Since 
then he has been steadily engaged 
in this country. 


Bauer was born and raised in 


London and his father was a gifted 
amateur violinist, his mother a pi- 
anist of considerable skill. Bauer 
first learned the violin and under 
the guidance of his father and was 
presenting concerts 
in 
England 


when he was 10 years old. 


It was in Glasgow that Bauer first 


met Paderewski. The Polish pianist, 
learning that the young violinist 
had some skill as a pianist, invit- 
ed him to assist with preparing pi- 
ano "concertos by playing the or- 
chestral part on a second instru- 
ment So interested did Paderewski 
become that he advised and in- 
structed the young artist. 


During a period of financial dis- 


tress, Bauer was asked to accom- 
pany a soprano on a concert tour 
through Russia. The acceptance of 
that invitation marked the turn- 
ing point of his career. He became 
an accomplished pianist and when 
he was invited to appear at an in- 
formal musicale in 
London, he 


chose the piano. Bauer regards that 
London engagement as his debut 
as a pianist. 


Within three years he made his 


Berlin debut. Two months later 
Parish heard him and acclaimed 
his genius. Today Bauer is one of 
the most popular pianists appearing 
before the public.

A program to divert a maximum 


of 10,000,000 bushels of potatoes in- 
to livestock feed has been an- 
nounced by the Agricultural Ad- 
justment administration, according 
to R. C. Swanson, Outagamie coun- 
ty agricultural agent 


Federal and state officials an- 


nounce that to encourage diversion 
of potatoes grown in 1937 into live- 
stock feed, payments of 15 cents 
per bushel or 25 cents per hun- 
dred pounds will be made to pota- 
to growers who divert into live- 
stock feed, or sell for diversion in- 
to feed potatoes which they have 
grown themselves. Payments, it is 
officially reported, 
will be made 


only upon potatoes at least one and 
one-half inches in diameter and 
grading United States No. 2 or bet- 
ter, except that a mixture of vari- 
eties will be permitted. 


In order to be eligible for a diver- 


sion payment, a potato grower must 
obtain 
a diversion 
authorization 


which will prescribe the maximum 
quantity of potatoes for which he 
can receive diversion 
payments. 


Operations under the program will 
depend upon the number of grow- 
ers who file application and the 
volume of potatoes that they de- 
sire to divert 


Attractive Program 


The livestock feed diversion pro- 


gram. Agricultural Adjustment ad- 
ministration 
officials 
indicated, 


probably will be most attractive to 
potato growers aryi feeders in the 
Colorado-Nebraska-Wyoming areas 
where livestock feed supplies are 
not adequate this year. 


Diversion authorizations will be 


issued as soon as practical, and any 
applications made by potato grow- 
ers after this date will be consid- 
ered only if the amount of potatoes 
previously 
authorized 
has 
not 


reached 10 million bushels. 


Washington executives have in- 


structed the agricultural conserva- 
tion committees and county agri- 
cultural extension agents to cooper- 
ate in the administration of the di- 
version program. Application to 
participate in the program may be 
made at the office of the county 
agent the county committee, or the 
state committee. Diversion author- 
izations will be issued by a field 
representative working with state 
and county agricultural 
conserva- 


tion and extension offices. 


The potatoes it is said must be 


diverted within three months after 


the diversion authorization is is- 
sued. Diversion is defined under 
the program as feeding potatoes to 
livestock, or preparation of pota- 
toes for livestock feed by ensiling, 
cutting, crushing, macerating, or 
other approved means wh'ch make 
them unsuitable for reentering nor- 
mal trade channels as potatoes. 


Procedure 


In order to obtain payments for 


diversion, the grower must submit 
a certificate of compliance within 
four months after the diversion au- 
thorization is issued. Before the po- 
tatoes are diverted the grower must 
have them graded and weighed or 
measured by a local field represen- 
tative. 


The production of potatoes, indi- 


cated for this year is 398.785,000 
bushels. The indicated production 
of 324.434.000 bushels in the 30 late 
producing states is nearly 47 mil- 
lion bushels greater than last year 
and nearly 25 million bushels great- 
er than the average production in 
1928-1932. 


"The feed diversion payments are 


believed 
sufficient 
to encourage 


growers to feed potatoes better than 
culls to livestock or to sell them to 
other farmers for ,, feeding," de- 
clares F. R. Wilcox. director of the 
division of marketing and market- 
ing agreements. "It appears at pres- 
ent that because of poor pasture 
condition and unfavorable forage 
crop prospects in certain localities 
within the late surplus potato seeds, 
there should be a ready outlet for 
potatoes as feed." 


In the North Central potato area 


the diversion program covers all 
counties in Michigan, Minnesota, 
and Wisconsin and 18 counties in 
North Dakota.

made by God. Trees make 
the 


woods and forests, in which lives 
the game, for the sportsman. Trees 
preserve water levels, necessary for 
the fish sought by thousands of na- 
tive Jsuid./tounst . .fishermen. The 
trees attracted the first capitalists 
to the state, became the foundation 
of Wisconsin's early civilization. 


Trees made Wisconsin's first mil- 


lionaires; they were the backbone 
of the 
flourishing 
early towns. 


Lumbering for. many decades was 
Wisconsin's only important indus- 
try, and the accessibility of a wood 
supply also was partly responsible 
ifor the location of other industries 
'in "Wisconsin later, particularly the 
new great paper manufacturing in- 
dustry. • 


Important Factor in State 


Trees, then, have been 
an im- 


portant.. factor jn the development 
of the state^-And today they are 
just as -important as thev were in 
1887, 
or 1837. 


However, there has been a shift 


in the emphasis on the purpose of 
the forest conservation 
program. 


Original conservation efforts stress- 
ed the economic importance of tim- 
ber growth, ,of reforestation of de- 
nuded areas. Today that considera- 
tion htfs been subordinated, 
al- 


though still important, to another, 
the growing usefulness of forest 
lands in the development of Wis- 
consin's newest, and almost biggest, 
industry, recreation. 


Together with 
its 
lakes 
and 


streams, which supply plenty of 
fish to. Wisconsin and out of state 
tourists, northern Wisconsin trees 
are attracting hundreds of thou- 
sands -6f visitors annually. 


Says H. W. McKenzie, conserva- 


tion Department director: 
"When 


one considers that the state is now 
the owner of more than 300 miles 
of lake and river frontage in the 
northern state, forest alone, one can 


! 


realize what a valuable recreation- 
al asset is available. This value will 
increase in years to come as people 
hve added "leisure time and the 
means for travel." 


Three Types of Forests 


Public forest lands an the state 


are now of three kinds, regularly 
established state forests, compris- 
ing about 170.000 acres, county for- 
ests, and" lands under the forest 
erenow, which" together amount to 
more than "-1,700,000 acres. 


There are four large state-owned 


forests- in Wisconsin, including the 
Northern State forest of about 140,- 
000 acres in Vilas county, the Flam- 
beau:' Hivep- State forest of 3,000 
acres in Sawyer, the American Le- 
gion State forest of 18.000 acres in 
Oneida county, and the Brule riv- 
er,. State forest, near which Presi- 
dent Cpolidge used to spend his 
summer vacations, and which em- 
braces 4.009' acres in. Douglas coun- 


cut the state receives 10 per cent 
of its value. 


Possession of these huge tracts of 


forest land means the expenditure 
of thousands of dollars annually in 
improvement and protection by the 
conservation department. 


Forest fire prevention and fight- 


ing constitute two of the major ac- 
tivities of the conservation depart- 
ment, and make necessary the ma- 
jor part of its field personnel. There 
are forest protection 
districts in 


northern and central Wisconsin, 
embracing more 
than 12,000.000 


acres. Each district 
has a head- 


quarters, with rangers,, fire equip- 
ment, and lookout towers. In re- 
cent years the CCC camps have 
been valuable auxiliary units, both 
in fire prevention and fire fight- 
ing. 


Produce 50,000,000 Trees Yearly 
Improvement of the existing for- 


est areas is a year round job, and a 
large part of it is in reforestation. 
Forest areas in many cases natur- 
ally grow back to trees if fires are 
suppressed, 
but on 
some 
areas 


planting is either necessary or de- 
sirable. State tree nurseries are in- 
creasing production up to 50,000,000 
trees annually for planting. 


Principal outlets for the product 


of state tree nurseries are the re- 
forestation 
of state 
and county 


owned forest land, 
planting 
by 


farmers and other landowners, ar- 
ranged through the agricultural ex- 
tension service, for demonstration 
and educational purposes among 


schools and 4-H groups, and for 
highway planting and other plant- 
ing by official agencies. 


The state conservation 
depart- 


ment itself is planting 10.000 acres 
each year, while many 4-H groups, 
including those in Brown, Outa- 
gamie, and nearby counties, are 
planting and managing extensive 
school forests. Farmers, working 
through 
the 
extension 
service 


plant thousands of trees on their 
woodlots each year, and in the cen- 
tral Wisconsin counties, including 
Waupaca, almost 
a million trees 


were planted by farmers in a shel- 
ter belt program during the last bi- 
ennium, the conservation 
depart- 


ment reports. 


Management and protection of 


the tremendous natural resources 
of the state is a big job, and re- 
quires a large number of men. Ac- 
cordingly the conservation depart- 
ment has grown, as more and more 
duties have been given it in each 
succeeding year. 


As Director McKenzie explains, 


conservation in Wisconsin is not 
merely an idealistic matter. It is a 
severely practical business, for the 
forests are still producing the raw 
materials for important industries, 
annual tonnage of game fish caught 
in the state is enormous, commer- 
cial fishing on the great lakes is a 
big industry, 
recreation 
has be- 


come a major source of state and 
private revenue, and no state equals 
Wisconsin in the production of high 
quality fur.

7.000 of whom at- 
tended the annual K?tional Safety 
congress, sounded a warning to au 
tomobile designers not to let mod- 
ern fender styling interfere with 
easy inspection of tires and appli- 
cation of tire chains.

Thomas J. Seburn, City 
Traffic Engineer of Kansas City, 
where a national safety record has
